You need not worry if your baby's 


teeth do not come in just this way, 
but if your baby has no teeth at the 
end of the first year he is not growing 
as he should. Maybe he is not getting 
the right food, or he may be sick in 
some way. Ask the doctor. Sometimes 
too, a doctor should be seen if baby 
has great pain in cutting his teeth. 
If the gums are sore or red, the doc- 
tor may want to cut them. 


During the next year let your baby 


chaw on dry, hard foods. It will exer- 
cise hia jaws and teeth 
and 
make 


them strong. When the baby is about 
a year old start giving h;m a dry hard 
crust or a cracker to bite on, but 
watch him so he does not choke over 
it. During the second 
year, other 


ikinds of food that need chewing can 
be added to his diet.

Then follow the four 
canine teeth, the two upper ones be- 
ing called eye teeth, and the two lo- 
wer ones stomach teeth, (18th to 24th 
month.)

You need not worry if your baby's 


teeth do not come in just this way, 
but if your baby has no teeth at the 
end of the first year he is not growing 
as he should. Maybe he is not getting 
the right food, or he may be sick in 
some way. Ask the doctor. Sometimes 
too, a doctor should be seen if baby 
has great pain in cutting his teeth. 
If the gums are sore or red, the doc- 
tor may want to cut them. 


During the next year let your baby 


chaw on dry, hard foods. It will exer- 
cise hia jaws and teeth 
and 
make 


them strong. When the baby is about 
a year old start giving h;m a dry hard 
crust or a cracker to bite on, but 
watch him so he does not choke over 
it. During the second 
year, other 


ikinds of food that need chewing can 
be added to his diet.
